The combined 
number embraces twenty-six head, which owner 
Schorr believes is too great a number to carry 
through the fall and winter seasons. He. tliere ■ 
fore, has decided to disisise of eight of them, the 
sale to take idace at Lexington during the meeting 
in that city. These include six two-year-olds 
that have Iwen in charge of ,1im Kverman all 
summer, and the ohicr horses Penrod and John 
AV. Klein. The two-.vear-old lima Schorr was to 
lie included in this sale, but she was withdrawn 
from the iist after she had met with an aciddent 
In a race at Saratoga. The two-year -olds to be 
Iilnced under the hammer have all lK*en doing anil 
working well at Douglas Park, and are ready to 
race. Tlie list is as follows; Cruelt.v, (leorgia 
Kelly, Snappy, The Merry Whirl, Ordnung, and 
I’rlnzessin. I»uis Taulier has laien engaged by 
5Ir. Schorr to take them to Ia*xington to race them 
prior to the sale. All of the Schorr horses under 
the care of trainer James Jlooney are doing well, 
there Ixdng not a single case of illness among 
them. Cudgel, wliich sustained an injury at Sara- 
toga. is once more in first class condition and 
ready to run. Harry Kelly and Butterscotch II. 
are also in tip-top condition. Jack Hanover, who 
is under contract to Mr. Rcliorr, will continue to 
ride for the stable this fall. 

John Lowe, who has in charge quite a large 
stable at Douglas Park, will not ship an.v horses to 
I-iexington. as he had intended. The change in his 
plans was due to the fact that several of his 
horses are coughing.
